Winslow  Construction  Company,  Inc.  started  operations  in 
1938.  Bridge  and  Road  construction  is  their  principle  type  of  work.

They 
manufacture  a  variety  of  cheese  for  the  U.S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture 
and  some  of  the  largest  dairy  companies  in  the  United  States. 
They  also  sell  sweet  cream  and  dried  whey  powder.  Present  em- 
ployment is  about  35  people.
